In fact he consid- 
ered that all the No. 1 Northern of 
the crop of 1910 had already come in 
and that the rest would not grade 
higher than No. 3...

SOLD 222,000,000 
COPIES OF BIBLES 


Remarkable Achievement of the 
British and Foreign Bible 
Society Since 1804 


Is IN SIX NEW LANGUAGES 
This Year—Altogether, the Scrip- 
tures Are Printed in 424 
Tongues 


London, Sept. 13.—The spread of 
Christianity in the Tfar Mast is illus- 
trated by the 106th anual report of 
the British and Foreign Bible Socie- 
ty, which has just been issued. More 
than 1,000,000 copies of the Scriptures 
went out to China, and of these nearly 
99 per cent. were sold; whilz 356,000 
books were circulated in Korea and 
In India, including 
the circulation 


305,000 in Japan. 
Burma and Ceylon, 
rose to 780,000. 


From the Bible [louse in London,s 


2,305 cases of Scriptures, weighing 
293 tons, were shipped abroad during 
the year. But only about 26 per cent 
of the total issue gées out from Lon- 
don. The society’s editions are pro- 
duced and published as farr as pos- 
sible, in the countries where they 
will be sold and read, If the Bible 
Society could gather together repres- 
entatives of all the nations and peo- 
ples for whom it has provided the 
Word of God in their mother-tongue 
every Continent would send its dele- 
gates—75 from Europe, 152 from Asia, 
103 from Africa, 32 from the Aracri- 
cas, and 62 from Oceania—424 in all. 

The number of versions on the so 
ciety’s list has reached this total by 
the publication of gospels in six new 
languages during the past year, St. 
Matthew has been published i On- 
gom, the speech of a powerful Bantu 
tribe, inhabiting the basin of the 
Cabun river, in French Congo, St. 
Matthew and St. John have deen pub- 
lished in Namau, the speech of 40,000 
cannibals on the south coast of Brit- 
ish New Guinea. For two tribes in 
New Caledonia, St. Mark and St. John 
are printed in Houalou and St. Mark 
in Ponerihouen. From the Sotomon 
Islands, St. Matthew has been print- 
ed in Eiu, a dialect spoken in the 
land of Lwala; while St. Luke 
been issued in Raga, spoken on Whit- 
suntide Island in the New Hebrides. 

For the subjects of the Emperor 
Menilik a complete New testament 
has at last been published in Tigrinya, 
a Semitic language spoken by 3,0v0,- 
ooo people in the Tigre Province of 
Abyssinia. Since its. foundation in 
1840 the Bible Society has issued 
more than 222,000,000 copies of the 
Scri,e ures.

NEXT CONGRESS IN WEST 


President Speaks Again#: Naval 
Policy and Proposed Compul- 
sory Arbitration Legislation 


Fort. William, Ont, Sept. 14.—A 
National Labor Party involved in the 
politics of Canada wil be a develop- 
ment of the immediate future if the 
sentiment of the Labor representa- 
tives in convention asembled here is 
a true revelation of the sentiment oi 
the individual members of union or- 
ganizations which the delegates re- 
present. — Politics have long been re- 
garded by labor leaders as a hurdle 
they did not wish to negotiate. Na- 
tional. political issues have disrupted 
many labor organizations and it. is 
probable thar whem the labor leaders 
decide to attempt to place Labor 
Party mea in the legislative assem- 
Dlies of the land, it will be throagh 
an organization other than the Labor 
Congress. 
Mayor Peltier’s address. 

In an informal address to the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada, L. L. Peltier, mayor of Fort 
William, declared, that if the Con- 
gress could not. devise ways and 
means for securing legislation favor- 
able to the laboring men of the land, 
it would be the duty of the labor or- 
ganizations. to nominate candidates 
for office and elect them if possible 
and the mayor opined that the Labor 
Party could carry everything before 
it as long as the laboring men voted 
together for labor candidates. The 
declaration was greeted with a burst 
of applause, which indicated that the 
delegates were in no wise reluctant to 
enter the political lists for tilts with 
the old parties. 

Mayor Peltier apologized for inject- 
ing a political welcome when he was 
supposed to be delivering an ad- 
dress of welcome, but the congress 
seemed in no way displeased. 

Internal Politics 

Internal polities ‘began to ferment 
in the Trades and Labor Congress 
in the afternoon session today. The 
place fo r the holding of the next 
congress will be selected only after a 
spirited contest and there are several 
prospective candidates for all the Na- 
tional offices ‘at the disposal of the 
congress. This afternoon the candi- 
dacy of Vancouver and Calgary was 
added to that of Guelph. “The fact 
that Calgary is not represented by a 
delegation weakens the position of 
that city, but if Vancouver cannot se- 
cure the congress it will throw its 
influence to the other Western candi- 
dates, and by Western detevates the 
declaration is that the next congress 
shall not be held east of Winnipeg. 

President Glocking’s Address 

William Glocking, of Toronto, pre- 
sident of the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress of Canade, presented Ins address 
to the deles sts: m the form of an 
executive report In this communi- 
cation both polineal parties were as- 
sailed for the position they assumed 
% regard to @ae formation of a Cana- 
dian navy. The report also attacked 
the new immigration policy of the 
Dominion government, and — decried 
the suggested compulsory arbitration 
legislation, 

Attached to the executive report 
for the Dominion were reports for 
the individual provinces. All these 
went to show that the labor interests 
in Canada have been fairly well con- 
served during the year, and that some 
progress had been made towards the 
ends the congress ultimately hoped 
to attain, 

The Executive Report 

The executive report was in part 
as foilows.

Passing on the report expresses 
regret that the efforts of the con- 
gress and of those similarly inclined 
to preserve the peace of nations and 
conserve the atitonomy of the coun- 
try had been of little avail. The old 
line parties were denounced. for vot- 
ing away the money of the people in 
the creation of a navy and thereby 
making a useless effort to demon- 
strate a loyalty that was not ques- 
tion. ‘ 
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NATIONAL LABOR PARTY WAS 
DISCUSSED AT THE CONGRESS 


‘ 
The Result the Same 

“Whether it is a tinpot navy, or 
a tin can oposition proposal, the re- 
sult is the same. We are committed 
to vast expenditures for war pur- 
poses. And the same jingo element 
that foisted the new policy upon the 
Canadian people will no doubt in the 
same way rush us into the wars of 
the Mother Country. Your executive 
recommends that cotninued efforts be 
recommends that continued efforts be 
who believe in international peace.” 

The report of the campaign at Ot- 
tawa during the last session is men- 
tioned, and special reference is made 
to the Belcourt Bill in the Senate to 
have labor unions declared illegal, 
and to an agitation in favor of a gen- 
eral eight-hour day. 

Commend Technical Education Com- 
mission 

The apointment of a commission 
of inquiry on the subject of tech- 
nical education is commended, ‘The 
delegates were urged not to be mis- 
led by declarations that further im- 
portations of cheap labor are neces- 
gary to ensure the proper develop- 
ment of the country, and the iower- 
ing of the restrictions on immigration 
is viewed with misgiving. 

The executive protests against the 
custom of the American Federation 
of Labor in classing the Canadian 
Trades and Labor Congress as a 
state, federation. It also issues a 
warning against haste in enacting 
legislation to secure compulsory ar- 
bitration. 

Against Compulsory Arbitration 

“Your executive believes that the 
almost unanimous opinion of the or- 
ganized workers of Canada at the pre- 
sent juncture is emphatically op- 
posed to compulsory arbitration. Can- 
ada has taken a long step forward 
in the adoption of the .principle of 
compulsory investigation as worked 
out under the Lemieux act. Although 
the principle is working out fairly 
satisfactorily, it is yet too early to 
pass finally upon it, and it would be 
madness to make the. final jump to 
compulsory arbitration before com- 
pulsory arbitration has been thor- 
oughly tested. Nor do we believe that 
years and years to come be accept- 
able cither to workers or employers 
in this country, It is a right that 
belongs. to-every..man. to-cease. work 
or-to refuse to work. for any em- 
ployer: when he sees fit to do so, sub- 
jete to any contract made in that re- 
gard. So too it must. be the right 
and privilege of any employer to re- 
fuse to continue in his services any 
workman whom he does not desire 
to employ or whom he does not need, 
subject again to contractual rights.” 


$200,000 WORTH OF FURS 


That Represents Value of Furs From 
MacKenzie District Last Season 


Edward Nagle, of the firm of Hislop 
& Nagle, fur traders, returned to Ed- 
monton some days ago and reported 
that $200,000 worth of fur was taken 
out of the Mackenzie district alone 
last witner. The winter's catch has 
already left Athabasca Landing and 
is expected in Edmonton today. 

“Mink and martin have been more 
plentiful this year,” said Mr. Nagle, 
“but foxes and beavers are scarce. 
Silver foxes especially so. We only 
got fifteeii whereas in other years we 
have had as many as one hundred and 
fifteen from the: Indians.” 

Speaking of the climate Mr. Nagle 
said that the rainfall had been very 
heavy and the rivers had risen twenty 
fect. Vegetables, as far north as 
Fort Good Hope are doing very well 
and the potatoes are further advanced 
than those grown around Fort Smith. 

Mr. Hislop, who went north early 
last spring will remain at Fort Resolu- 
tion for the winter.
